The only effect. of the new 
Japanese ultimatum will be to 
strengthen the cries of those 
who, like Mr. Woodhead, urge 
China to- recognise the existing 
situation, to abandon a hopeless 
fight against a superior foe and 
to make the best ofa bad situa- 
tion. Nanking’s leaders’ have a 
deep responsibility. They must 
know full well that a continu- 
ance of the present policy can 
only result in further invasion, 
further destruction of Chinese 
life and property and further 
exposures of their weaknesses. 
They know - equally well, that 
Japan's territorial aspirations—- 
whether on her behalf or Man- 
chukuo’s, to give momentary 
sanction to the euphemism—— 
would be satisfied if the situa- 
tion in the present area of 
military conquest should be re- 
cognised. But those who argue 
in favour of this defeatist at- 
titude regard China's problem of 
to-day purely from'the mechani- 
eal viewpoint. It has to be 
admitted that with the resources 
at present at her disposal China 
has no chance of success.

The latest number of. “In- 

?ustrial and Labour Informa- 
tion” published by the Inter- 
national Labour Office of the 
Leaguco of Nations brings the 
news of the ratification by 
Venezuela of two more inter- 
national -labour’ conventions— 
those on night work for women 
and night work for young per- 
sons respectively. It was only 
in January of: this year that. 
Venezuela registered her first 
ratification of a labour convén- 
tion—that on the weight of 
packages transported by vessels. 
This year, again, San Domingo 
has for the first time reached 2 
Place on the chart of States 
‘bound by conventions, having 
ratified simultaneously no ‘less 
than four, including the im- 
portant Washington Hours Con- 
vention. : 

The increasing interest which 
the States of South and Central 
America aro taking in the work 
of the International Labour 
Organisation is one of the most 
encouraging features in the 
present: situation. At the he- 
girming of the present century 
one of the great dangers threa-. 
tening industrial standards in 
Europe was that of the com- 
petition of cheap sweated labour 
from Asiatic countries, The 
desire to counteract this com- 
petition by establishing uniform 
standards of labour was one of 
the motives behind the’ founda- 
tion of the LL.0. Even up to 
1914 industry in Latin America 
was in 2 primitive state, and its 
competition in the world market 
was hardly felt. In recent 
years, however, a great develop- 
ment has taken place, and in 
certain industries the Latin 
American countries are com- 
petitors of importance for the 
older established _industrial 
States: - Both for. this .reason 
and on grounds of humanity it 
js most satisfactory that these 
countries have taken a. warm 
interest in the work of the I.L.O. 
and. are in a large measure 
adopting its standards. Both 
Cuba and Chile are high up in 
the list of ratifications. Colom- 
bia, although she has not re- 
gistered any ratification, has 
approved for. ratification no. less 
than 26 conventions, and has 
brought her own legislation’ into 
line. The position in Uruguay 
is very .similar, and in the 
Argentine, Brazil and Paraguay’ 
it is only a little less advanced. 
Mexico,.a late: recruft to the] 
League of .Nations, is now 
engaged in drafting a Labour 
Code which embodies the pro- 
vision of all the chief inter- 
national labour conventions.

best practical abilities of our 
time on the task of untying the 
world’s economic knots. But 
these are the, defects of humani-, 
ty, not necessarily of the exist- 
ing system only. ;

There is oa perpetual fight 
against the “natural enemies” of 
‘the acorn, Everything from green 
fly to coeckchafers, from mice to 
roe deer, attempts to devour the 
young forest, so the foresters sonk 
‘all their pine seed tn red lead 
‘before planting it, to give it an 
unattractive taste, and then build- 
itIny fences round to keep the 
‘mice even from the taste. 

Cockchafers make their tunnels 
underground, and trenchea are 
sunk to thwart them. 

Rabbits ‘are even more of a 
peat, but it is the boast of the 14 
whole-time “warreners” of tho 
forest that there is not a rabbit 
in all the 26,000 planted acres. 

When new land is planted it Is 
first fenced so that the rabbit is 
excluded. Those inside the fence
